The Com- 
mittee was appointed at the instance of 
soldiers in both camps who loathed the 


prospect of armed conflict among Soathern 
Irishmen. They suggested a modus vivendi 
on the basis of an agreed election and the 
formation of a nationa] Government. The 
Committee, composed of equal numbers 
of Free State and Republican delegates, 
has held eleven sessions during the last 
eight days. Apparently it did not. confine 
itself to the strict terms of the military 
proposal, but was willing to discuss every 
suggestion that might contain a possibility 
of peace. Nevertheless, it has failed. The 
mere fact of failure has been announced 
to the Dail, which will not be in posses- 
sion of the Committee's detailed reports 
antil this afternoon. These reports will 
enable the country to fix the responsibility 
for the loss of the latest and, perhaps, 
last chance of an amicable arrangement of 
the nation’s distracted affairs. There were 
two things which, as the ten ‘sensible 
soldiers recognised, Dail Kireann could 
not surrender—namely, the country’s 
right to vote upon the Treaty and 
its right to insist that the people s 
will must prevail. Subject to these two 
conditions, an agreement for the restora- 
tion of order, the protection of life and 
property, the revival of trade and the 
avoidance of internecine warfare ought to 
have been not only possible, but easy. 
We shall know this evening why it was 
found impossible, and whether any prospect 
of peace survives, 

We shall rejoice if to-day’s meeting of 
the Dail shows that any “‘avenue”’ re- 
mains “ unexplored,’ and we shall counsel 
the utmost patience in exploring it. The 
country may find, however, that the gulf 
between the two parties in the Dail and 
in the Army is, in fact, impassable. The 
Committee's reports may reveal that the 
Free State Party has offered everything 
which it had power or title to offer, and 
that every offer has been rejected. In that 
event the duty of the Provisional Govern- 
ment and of its majority in Dail Eireann 
will be perfectly clear, Their efforts to pro- 
pitiate’ the unbending Republicans have 
been a cause of Joss and hardship to the 
country. Such efforts at the country's 
expense were justifiable so long as success 
was conceivable. They will have ceased to 
be justifiable if to-day’s reports prove that 
their failure is final and complete. Then 
the Provisional Government's motto must 
be, “Full speed ahead.” In the first place, 
it can have no excuse for any further 
postponement of the elections. The date 
on which they will be held in June must 
be announced without further delay, The 
proposed Constitution of the Free State 
must -emerge from its rather theatrical 
Well-organised arrangements 
must be made to safeguard the free ex- 
pression of the people s will. In the next 
place, Dail Eireann and the Provisional 
Government must address themselves 
immediately to the long neglected task of 
restoring law and order throughout the 
‘Jand. The. drifgstowards anarchy must 
be stopped by the. energetic use of every 
resource that they control. 

For all such measures the Provisional 
Government will have the support of 4 
very large majority of the people of 
Southern and Western Ireland, The 
warnings which the Ministers for Labour, 
Trade, and Agriculture uttered in ‘the 
Dail yesterday are news to nobody, Every 
farmer, trader and professional man in 
the: twenty-six counties is disastrously 
familiar with the results of the reign 
of violence. Here there is no question of 
creed or politics. The fate of the Southern 
Protestant refugees is a danger-signal for 
the whole country. They were attacked 
first only because they were the most de 
fenceless. Agrarian Bolshevism is spread- 
ing through Munster and Connaught. On 
the one hand, the taxpayer is threatened, 
as Mr. Hogan said yesterday, by an un- 
precedented movement against the pay- 
ment of purchase annuities. On the other, 
the honest and industrious farmer is 
threatened by the greed of “landless ~ 
men, Trade and commerce are declining, 
unemployment is increasing, land is going 
out of tillage because our Government is

the relief of unemployment. Twenty-one 
schemes have been approved already, and 
of these eighteen have received the 
sanction of the Ministry of Labour. The 
total expenditure will amount to £372,159, 
and £145,200 will be devoted to the pay- 
ment of wages. Of the original grant, 
however, less than £100,000 have been 
earmarked for these particular schemes. 
The Belfast Corporation, Water Com- 
missioners, Harbour Commissioners. will 
undertake the necessary works, and, pre- 
sumably, they will supply the balance 
out-of their own exchequers, Every. penny 
of the grant, with’ probably an additional 
£1,000,000, will be spent in wages, and in 
this way considerable relief should be 
afforded to the workless population in 
Belfast. Protestant ex-Service men and 
Roman Catholic workmen will be employed 
in the ratio of two to one. Our Correspon- 
dent suggests that the Roman Catholics 
would have more confidence in tie 
Advisory Committee if it worked in closer 
intimacy with the White Cross representa- 
tives in Belfast. 


Irish Butter. 


At Limerick yesterday representatives of 
farmers’ associations lium seven Soutnern 
counties discussed the question of Irish 
butter. For some time past the quality of 
Irish butter has been deteriorating, and 
the meeting was convened for the purpose 
of remedying this most unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs, The delegates were 
unanimous in their view that all Irish 
butter which is intended for export 
should be graded, and that strict control 
should bé exercised over all creameries 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. The idea, 
roughly,’ is that all creameries and butter 
merchants shall be registered, and shall 
be liable to surprise inspections by the 
servants of a central butter board. A 
brand will be given to butter of a certain 
standard, and every precaution will be 
taken against its abuse. Different 
qualities “will be graded, in order that 
foreign buyers may know exactly what 
they are getting. In this way the farmers 
hope to recover for Irish butter that 
splendid reputation for excellence which, 
unfortunately, it has lost of recent years. 


Dublin’s Railway Stations. 


At yesterday's sitting of the Trish Rail- 
way Commission the qscstinn of a central 
station for Dublin as disciecad. - 
present there are in Dublin five 
te,enent which receive ithe traic crom all 
parts .of Ireland. If. these were all 
linked together bv one great central 
station, the work of the different railway 
svstéins could be co-ordinated and made 
more efficient. The cost of erecting such 
a station, however, seems at present to 
ren or the suggestion impracticable, Tre- 
land has not many surplus millions to 
play with, and if any monev at ail can be 
spent upon the railways, the best use to 
which it could be put would be in giving 
the public better and cheaper services on 
the existing lines. The costly and 
inefficient services of to-day are affecting 
the country’s trade most injuriously. It 
is urged, however, that the adoption of 
the scheme would provide work during an 
indefinite period for thousands of men.

REASON AND RAILLERY. 

(BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

“ We have failed to agree.” Such was 
the gist of the brief statement which was 
read at the meeting of Dail Eireann yes- 
terday by Mr. Speaker MacNeill. 

We had waited for forty minutes for the 
session to begin, and then another forty 
minutes elapsed before the report of Mrs: 
Clarke’s Committee was received. 

The interval was filled in by a dreary 
discussion on Local Government affairs. 
Hardly any interest was evinced in the 
proceedings, as everybody was waiting for 
the findings of the Committee, and the 
absence of its members from the meeting 
was the subject of much comment. Nearly 
all the others were in the hall when the 
Speaker called the House to order, nearly 
three-quarters of an hour behind scheduled 
time. : 

When the Speaker announced that the 
Committee would not be ready for some 
time the Holuse abandoned itself to a sort 
of after-luncheon siesta. An atmosphere 
of languor hung over the assembly while 
a few deputies droned .questions at the 
Minister for Local Government. Until 
Mr. Cosgrave rose to reply to his critics 
the debate was devoid of incident, if one 
excepts Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly’s cryptic and 
apparently disdainful reference to the 
“ so-called six counties.” The Minister 
of Local Government, however, was in a 
most entertaining vein, and livened up 
the proceedings considerably. His reply 
on the debate was a delightfully subtle 
mixture of reason and raillery. He chaffed 
Mr. Etchingham most unmercifully, and 
his sarcasm-almost brought a blush to the 
cheek of Mr, MacEntee.

He asked how many 
bodies in the Six County area had pled their 
allegiance to Dail Eireann, and how m#hy had 
to cease their operations owing to the inter- 
ference of the Northern Government, and what 
steps were being taken to come to their rescue. 

Alderman Cosgrave, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, replying, said that with regard. to 
the grant of £25,000 from the White Cross, 
he was awaiting a report. He had approached 
the Cabinet for a grant of £100,000 to relieve 
unemployment and distress,but until he knew 
the exact requirements he could not formulate ‘ 
a scheme. owever, he knew that even that 
sum was hardly sufficient to deal with the 
many applications for Government assistance. 
The latter was not a thing he would recom- 
mend, but that assembly had got the responsi- 
bility for the situation existing in the country; 
and the tightening of the purse-strings of busi- 
ness and eommerce which was being brought 
about. That being so, it was his opinion that 
that assembly should come to the rescue to 
some extent. 


AMALGAMATION. 


With regard to amalgamation, they had re- 
ceived considerable opposition from some mem- 
bers in carrying out their schemes. They were 
acting on the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion appointed by Dail Eireann in 1921, and if 
they had not reached that pinnacle of perfection 
which Mr. Etchingham would like, he could

He denied that primitive measures had been 
adopted towards the Mayo County Council, Ac- 
cording to the policy adopted by the late Cabinet 
under the Presidency of Mr. de Valera, public 
moneys would nob used except for 
the purpose for which they were. levied.

When the South 
had been engaged in a life and death struggle 
it was confined, with the exception of three 
bodies in the North, to the twenty-six counties. 
Dealing - with the question of money for 
houses, he said that as soon as a local conncil 
was in a position to acauire land and make a 
scheme, the Provisional Government would pro- 
vide its quota.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


INJURIOUS ACTION, 


Mr. Joseph McGrath, Minister of Labour, 
said that there had been a great deai of uném- 
ployment before the Treaty: was signed, and 
that for some time afterwards there had been 
a great deal less unemployment. He attributed 
much of the unemployment to the injurious 
action of certain persons, and pointed out that 
450 persons had been disemployed in connec-, 
tion with the Freeman's Journal. He ead 
that it was quite possible that these 450 persons 
were liable to be again thrown out of employ- 
ment next week. Forty employes of e 
Nationalist in Clonmel had been thrown out 
of employment, and 25 more had been deprived 
of their means of livelihood in connection with 
the Sligo Champion affair. He submitted, tbat. 
this sort of thing was affecting paper and many 
other such interests. “All were suffering as the 
result, of these things. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister of Trads, said 
that the assertion that the issuing of permits 
for the introduction of agricultural implements 
was responsible for the unemployment existing 
in Wexford was entirely wrong. Except for 
certain machines for exhibition at the Dublin. 
Show no suth permits had heen issued. o 
permits hed been issued for machines that 
could in any way’ interfere with the sale of 
machinery made in Wexford. 

He submitted that a cause of unemployment 
was to be found in the fact that much land 
had been allowed to go out of tillage as & 
result of the Européan war and also since in 
consequence of the conditions which prevailed 
in this country. Agricultural implements, 
he said, were not being purchased. 
Although they had issued a prohibi- 
tion order, forbidding importation, that order 
had had no effect; because le last year had 
almost ceased to buy, and those who might 
have wanted to buy had been able to buy 
secondhand machines owing to people | letting 
land go out of tillage. 

Referring to the margarine industry, the 
Minister of Trade said that Dutch competition 
was the only competition which the Irish trade 
had felt. The prohibition had never extended 
t6 any margarine but British margarine, and it 
was not the issuing of permits which was 
causing unemployment. 2 

- “THE GATTLE INDUSTRY. _ - 

With regard to the export of cattle, he said 
Trish cattle had not been allowed to land in. 
France owing to an order issued about a year 
ago, when there was an-outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease. They had been trying to get 
that order varied, pointing out that there was 
no foot-and-mouth disease in Ireland, and they 
had reason to hope Mt that prohibition order 
would soon be revoked. 

In regard to Beggars’ Bush, he had no doubt 
that the Minister of Defence would answer the 
assertions made, but he had been, informed 
that no money had been spent on foreign goods 
where Irish goods could be obtained. Every 
Trish manufacturer. who could make cloth for 
uniforms had been asked for it. The supply 
of underclothing, it had been found, could not 
be turned out in sufficient quantity in Ireland. 
They could not ask the men to go without 
clothing, and the same insufficiency in supply 
applied in regard to Irish cutlery. 

Regarding the deeree of the Dail which au- 
thorised him to prohibit the importation and 
sale of certain’ classes of goods, the Minister 
of Trade went on to say that where protection 
Was necessary—as it was necessary—it must ie 
worked on some definite graduated scale 
adapted to the necessities of the case. It was 
not sound to give absolute monopolies to people in 
this country. Prohibition as a policy would rot. 
help the Irish manufacturer, but had been 
justifiahle aé an act of war. i 

There had been the objection to taking off. the 
prohibition of goods when the circumstances 
were such that they did not know what might 
occur, or whether the British would absolutely 
carry out their undertaking. The issuing of 
permite seemed to be thí easiest. way of intro- 
ducing the change, as if they withdrew the 
prohibition order at once there might be a rush 
for the importation of British goods. It would 
be less re có gg if that change were brought 
about gradually. Permits were then issued for 
very limited quantities. 


FATAL TO INDUSTRY. 


LAWLESS ACTS CONDEMNED. 


Referring ‘to the general condition of trade, 
the Minister said that nobody could doubt that 
tho situation in the country at the present time 
was absolutely fatal to industry. People might 
think that actions like those which “ held up ”’ 
trade were — on some higher ground, but 
nobody could deny that these actions and the 
stage to which they had brought the country 
made industrial or economic progress impos- 
sible. It was all very well to suggest a number 
of small things that might be done to remed 
unemployment, but at the moment they waeil 
be just like trying to keep out the sea with a 
broom. They had no more effect in tending to 
mdustrial yrogress than that. 

Members of the Dail should realise that what- 
ever they might say about keeping economic 
affairs free of politics there was no question 
that polities ruled economic affaire, because they 
had everything to do with taxation and other 
vital matters. It was impossible for a Govern- 
ment without the machinery a Government 
should have to give.adequate protection to any 
industry, . i ' |

TERMS OF DISBANDMENT. 

The Chief Secretary said that the bill was 
the inevitable consequence of the Treaty with 
Southern Ireland: The disbandment was de- 
sired unanimously by the force, enpseseed inthe 
single sentence: “ An Imperial force we were 

rn and as an Imperial force we wish to die.” 
A considerable number would re-enlist in the 
new Royal Ulster Constabulary. The disband- 
ment commenced at the end of March, but there 
wefe still 2,250 in Northern Ireland and’ 1,962 
in the South.. There were no police under the 
contro! of the House doing duty in the South. 
The 1,982 were concentrated in four camps, and 
were being disbanded day by day. e terms 
of disbandment had been before the House for 
some time. .It was contemplated that the men 
disbanded would have their pénsions abd com- 
—— allowances paid ultimately the 
Free State, Government, but His Majesty's Go- 
vernment. had not only guaranteed the payment 
of all pensions and allowances, but had actually 
taken oter the administration and payment of 
them under this bill. Disbandment in Southern 
Ireland. was proceeding slowly because the 
Government did not desire to disband men 
unless they were assured. that their lives were 
safe, and where their lives were in jeopardy 
there was accommodation to which they could 
be sent either in Lrelahd or in Great Britain. 
Up to the present granta, for commutation of 

nsions had en, made for purposes. o 
Fe ration only, avd keveral hundred men had 
made application to enable them to go to the 
Dominions. 

In the interests of pensioners and ex-members 
of the R.1.C., a new scheme was introduced in 
this bill, For the next year or two pensioners 
would be in greater difficulty an he hoped would 
be the case:m latar years. In certain conditions, 
therefore}. any» member ‘of the force could 
loan or augment his pension by receiving a 
larger amount for two years from the date of 
his disbandment, and by receiving less to recoup 
the Treasury in succeeding years.

vernment grant, and that 18 of them have been 
sanctioned by the Ministry of Labour., Only 
000 out of the half millon $ - anded 
r by the British Government has been ear- 
iad in respect of these 18 schemes, and 
£12,440 in respect of the three further schemes, 
although the total amount to be spent in 
wages on the 18 schemes is £145,206, and the 
total expenditure, including material, £372,155 
The schemes are to be carried out by the 
Belfast Corporation, the Belfast Water Com- 
missioners, and the Belfast Harbour Com- 
missioners, and the subsidies from the £500,000 
rant will be made in the following manner :— 
n the case of revenue-producing work, a grant 
of 50 per cent. of wages expended in respect of 
unemployed workmen, and in the case of other 
work a grant of 60 per cent. of wages expended 
in respect of unemployed workmen specially 
engaged for the work. It will, therefore, be 

seen that only a small portion of the £500, 
has so far been ear-marked, and it will all be 
in wages. Not only £500,000, but, 
another £1,000,000 may be expended 
altogether on wages on these relief works if 
the conditions are strictly observed. -
